WiNirjrBO, March 19 — Rev, Louis Lan- 
gevia was finally oonseorated Archbishop of 
8t. Bonlfaoe this morning in the presence of 
all the prom^tinti Gatilip|i^y,^oIergy of the 
West and'inanyof the- dignitaries from tho 
Bast. Arohblehop Fabro, of Montreal, was 
the ofBolating prelate of tho day. Rov. 
Father Drummond road tho papal bill. 
Arobbishop IJe^in of Quebec preached tho 
sermon, and the deacon and eub-doacon who 
waited upon tho consecrating bishop were 
the Rev. Father Lungovin, brother of the 
arohbiahop, and Rev. Father Godwin, su- 
perior of Oblate Futhers, of Montreal, 
Among the other prominent olerlos present 
were, Archbiahop Duhamel, Ottawa ; Aroh- 
biahop Grandin, St. Albert ; Bishop La- 
fleohe, Throe Rivera ; Biahop Gra- 
vello, Nicolot ; Bishop Gabrielle, 
Ogdaneburg ; Biahop Emard, Vol- 
leydeld ; Bishop Descelles, St. Hya- 
oiothe; Canon Barill, Three Rivers ; Canons 
Bruohise and Racicot, Montreal ; Canon 
Baaudry, St. Hyaointhe ; Rev. Father Lo- 
febre and Rov. Mallett, Montreal ; Father 
Gnlllard, O.M I,, Lowell, Mass.; Rev.

A Boyal Commlaalon at the Bequest of lJnl> 
yenlty Stndenta-Flre Ohieri Famliy 

Believed. 

Toronto, Marchl9.— (Special)— Rev. Mr. 
Davie, bursar of Trinity college, ia dead. 

The students of Toronto University hav- 
ing asked for a government inveatigation 

into the recent troubios at tho university, 
whioh resulted in a wholesalo boycott by 
students of all lectures for nearly two 
weeks, the Ontario government has appoint- 
ed a royal comniisalon to inquire into tho 
matter. Chief Justice Taylor, of Manitoba, 
will bo tho chairman, and other members are 
ox judgo Kingamill, of Bruce county ; 
Judgo Senklor, of Lincoln; Prof. John 
Campbell, Fresbytorian college, and B. L. 
BrittoD, Q C, of Kingston. The commis- 
aion meets on April 8. 

The city fire and light commltteo has 
voted ono year's salary to tho widow of Fire 
Chief Ardagh, who lost his lifo from injuries 
received at the recent Globe fire. 

John F, Howdon, a printer, who stole 
Trinity medical college examination papers, 
was eenb to jail for a month, William 
Terry, his accomplice, being discharged.

FODE HDNDEED DROWNED. 

Wreck of the MIsslnK Hiianlsh Warship Dis- 
covered—No Trace of the Crew. 

Madrid, March 19. — The missing war- 
ship Relna Regent has been found near the 
Straits of Gibralten ODhe ship bad sunk In 
aboai water and iiea half submerged. 

Cadiz, March 19.— The Spaniah oruiaer 
Alfonao arrived here thia morning. She 
found the Beina Regent at Balfo Aooitunoa, 
where she bad sonlb Only about eighteen 
inohes of Iier masts were Tlailtle above the 
surface of the water. Tbo cruiser has re- 
turned to the scene of the wreole with 
divers. It is believed all of the crew of 
the ]^eina Regent has been lost. Not a 
single survivor has been reporte'd aa having 
arrived at any port nor baa a single body 
been found that could be identified as that 
of the ofTicers or ore^ of the lost ehlp. 
Divers will be aent down by the Alfonso for 
the purpose of removing the bodies from the 
sunken ship. The last seen of the cruiser 
before she foundered was when she was be- 
ing buifottcd by a severe storm. She had 
lost her bridge and smokestack and appeared 
to bo unmanageable. Some time ago it was 
discovered that ahe was top heavy, and to 
remedy thia the position of some of hor gnna 
was changed, bnt thore were those who 
thought that even with this change ahe 
would not weather a very eevoro storm, It 
Is probable that the weather was too rcngb 
to allow the orew.^,ceaoh shore after she 
foundered. Her orsw nnmber, 400 officers 
and men, 

NATIONAL BANE SUSPENDS; 

Oeposlton Will Not Loae hut tlie Stock- 
holders Win Fare Foorly. 

Kansas Cizr, Maroh 19.— With aiseta 
estimated at $1,880,000 and liabilities at 

$1,050,000, the National Bank oi Kansas 
City baa auspended and will liquidate and 
go out of buslneaa. Since the publication 

of the bank's statement on March 5, deposi- 
tors have been withdrawing their deposits, 
and on Saturday evening it was apparent to 
the officers of tho bank that they oould not 
oarry on business unloaa the clearing house 
camo to their aaaistanoo with a loan. A meet- 
ing of tho Clearing Houbo Aaaooiation was 
called, whioh was attended by tho directors 
of tho National Bank of Kansas City. 
Proaident Chlok said : " We paid out over 
500,000 and aaw that we could not meet 
further demands unleaa aomothing waa done. 
We needed about $600,000 to put us in 
good standing. Soots of tho banks were 
anxious to help ua, but tho feeling was nob 
general and wa consequently declined the 
aasiatance. Tho Bank of Commerce ofTered 
to help ua but wo had decided to auspend so 
as to pay all depoaitora alike, kud no person 
will have an advantage. Every depositor 
will be paid in full and no one will lose a 
cent. We will endeavor to have a settle- 
ment just aa Boon aa possible." 

A prominent member of the Kansas City 
olearlng aesootation said : " The liquida- 
tion of the National Bank of Kansas City in 
no wise affeota the other banks of thia city. 
That the bank would have to liquidate 
sooner nr later has been known for some 
time. When tho bank failed on Jnly 15, 
1893, during the panio, It was doubtful then 
whether or not it would reopen again. tChe 
probable assets of tho banlc are elose to 
$2,000,000, but owing to the fact that much 
of this ia represented by paper and real 
estate, it will be very alow for oolleotlon. 
In fact, the oloalng of tho bank can hardly 
bo termed a failure, but simply a gradual 
dying out. There ia but little doubt that 
the dopositora will rooolvo dollar for dollar 
with Intereat for tholrmaney, although itmay 
bo somo time before they gob thoir pay." 
Tho current opinion exproasod among bank- 
ora and othora who havo information on tho 
matter fixoa tho amount that will bo roallzod 
by atockholdors at from 25 to 40 por cent, 
on their holdings of stnoU. Caahior Rule, 
of tho Bank of Commorco, aaid that tolo- 
grama had boon sent out by his bank to the 
country banks who havo been ouatomora of 
the National Bjnk of Kanaaa City, inform- 
ing them that all drafts on tho sueponded 
bank would be honored by tho National 
Bank of Commerce. Ho ia alao notifying 
tho wholesale merohants of this oity that 
this bank will honor their checks if they so 
desire. 

Bank Examiner Galdreth was appointed 
temporary receiver. Tho capital Btook of 
the bank is $1,000,000, with aasotB at face 
value amounting to nearly $2,000,000, of 
whioh $170,000 is cash on hand and due 
from other banks.

Liberal ConserTatiTes Have Bat One 
Opinion as to TVho Shonld Be 
Their Candidates. 



Hessrs. Earle and Prior the Uuani- 
mbns Choice of a Splendid 
ConTention- 



(The wiadom of the Beleotlonofthofiae new 
ball of the A. O. U. W. as the meeting 
plaoe of the Liberal-Conservative nominat- 
ing oonventlon was abundantly manifest laat 
evening, when both floor and galleries of 
that splendid chamber wero filled with a 
thoroughly representative gathering of the 
eleotors of Victoria city and distriot. Iheir 
purpose was the choioe of the men moat ao* 
oeplable to the party as their standard 
bearers in tho approaching election of mom- 
bora of tho Houao of Commons. Admission 
waa by card of momberahip in either the 
aonior Liboral-Conaervatlve Association or 
tho Miiodonald Club, shown at tho door, 
and Ouch person on entering was supplied 
with a ballot paper, whioh, however, waa 
soon found not to bo called for. 

By invitation tho raembora present of the 
Sonato and House of Commona and the 
ofllce-bearers of the assooiation ooonpled 
asata upon the platform, while the pre- 
siding officer waa Mr. E. Crow Baker, 
president of the Liberal-Conaervative Asso- 
oiation. 

The Chairman opened tho proceedings by 
reading the call for the convention, and the 
rale admitting to it only duly enrolled 
members of the senior aasoolatlon or of the 
Maedonald Club, and requested all others 
who might be in the ball to retire. Five or 
six persona thereupon went out, and the 
business proceeded, the Secretary reading 
the mles to govern the oonvention. Xhe 
Chairman tiien annonnoed that nominations 
were in order. 

Mr. Edward A. Lewis nominated Llent.- 
Col. B. G, Prior, M.P., as one of the ouidi- 
dates, and this being seconded by Mr. W.' 
P. Winsby, the mover proceeded to address 
the convention in support of hia resolution. 
He spoke in eloquent terms of the progress 
of the Dominion under the policy of protec- 
tion which the present representatlrea of 
this oonatitnoncy have supported, and in the 
belief that these representatives have dono 
their best be felt no hesitation in making 
the nomination. (Applause.) He hoped 
Col. Prior would hie the choice of the oon- 
ventlon, ao that following the eleotion 
whioh would certainly reault he might have 
a ohanoB of promotion to a cabinet offioe, 
whioh he would worthily filL (Great ap- 
planse.) 

Mr. D. B. Ker read the nomination of 
Mr. Thomas Earle, M.P., by Mr. R. P. 
Rlthet, M.F.P., who he explained was un- 
fortunately tmable to attend, having had to 
leave thia evening for San Francisco. He 
agreed with what had been said by Mr, 
Lewis aa to the faithful eiFarts oi onr rep- 
reaentativea during the paat five years, and 
he|alao agreed that our membera ahouid l>e 
men; of ' such standing in parlia- 
ment Isbaii If the Dominion government 
does, as seems probable, determine to give 
British Columbia representation in the' 
cabinet, Victoria may be fortunate enongh 
to .l>e represented by the new minlstw. ■ 
(AppUnse.) He briefly reviewed the pro. 
gresi of the country during the past seven- 
teen years, and contrasted the vagoe 
promUea ot the nntrled if . sil?er-tongaed 
Laurier witb the able and praotioal admin- 
istration which be tries so hard though In- 
efTootnally to displace, (Applanse.) 

Mr. Napoleon Sabin seconded the nom- 
ination of Mr. Earle. (Applause.) 

Thore being no further nomlnatlona, the 
Chairman, after some time had elapeed, de- 
clared Col. Prior and Mr. Earle to be the 
unanitnoUB choice of the oonventlon. After 
tho onthuaiaatio demonstration whioh greet, 
od this announcement had subsided, the 
Qrat nominee was called upon for an ad- 
drosa, Boforo ho prooeoded, however, the 
Chairman said ho had been reminded of an 
unintentional omiaaion of ono formality — a 
standing vote upon tho candidates. Ho 
aaked all those who pledged tkemaelvos to 
support tho two gentlemen juat named, 
Messrs. Earle and Prior, to stand up — and 
every man in tho hall promptly rose. 

Col. Prior then went on with his address, 
expressing bis pride at this mark of confi- 
dence on the part of the Liboral-Consorva- 
tivoa of Victoria, whom ho assured that 
should it be hia good fortune to be elected 
as he expected (great applause) he would do 
hia beat to show their ohoioe to have bean a 
wiae one.

Caaeady & Co. have chartered a bark to 
load lumber (or Southern California, Mr.

The C.P.R. had been en- 
oouraglng the mill owners as much aa waa 
in their pownr by reducing the rate on fir to 
the ii^ast $2 50 per thousand ; this put them 
on the eume footing as the Sound, and they 
were now able to quote the same prloea as 
the Sound lumbermen.

Sany, has been engaged for some time in 
evising a sohemo by whioh a diver could 
be telephoned to eatisfactorily enough to do 
«way with the plan of signalling by rope or 
writing on a slate. On Sunday diver Lle- 
wellyn tried the invention, with the result 
that the experiment proved talrly suooess- 
fal. Mr. Llewellyn's answers ooald bo heard 
very dbtinotly, but as the wire was run 
down the air pipe the hissing noise oooa 
sloned by the air being pumped into tbi 
helmet rendered the conversation from 
above very indistlnot. 

Tho St. Patrick's sooiety gave their an 
nual dinner last night. The gathering was 
large and ropresentat|ve. President J. 
O'Brien presided. 

The International Cold Storage Company 
have placed nn ice-making machine in their 
premises. They promise to be ready for 
buaineaa by the first of the month. 

Saloon keepers may oontinuo to ahield 
their ouatomera from the curious gaze of tho 
pnblio by blinds and frosted windows ; 
by-law to compel saloons to give a clear 
view of the bar from the streets has been 
defeated by the licensing board. Tho num- 
ber of hotel liconsea has been reduced from 
53 to 48. It was reported at the board 
meeting yesterday that aix retail stores 
were aelling liquor by the glass. The in- 
spector was inatruoted to "pull" thoae 
shops. 

Tho light committee of the council are 
considering tho advisability of oharging a 
license of $25 to electric linemen in answer 
to the request of several eleotrical englnsera 
of the city. 

Mr, Evan-Thomas, manager of the opera 
house, waited on the council last night and 
asked them to in some way assist him in his 
efforts to keep the opera house open. A 
oommittee was appointed to devise some 
means of enabling Mr. Thomas to keep the 
opera house open. One hundred and thirty 
oltizens have akeady guaranteed one dollar 
a month. ' 

Xhere were forty applioations for the 
position of 'fireman presented to the oonnoil 
iast night owing to a vaoanc^ in the fire de- 
partment. 

lEhe sixteen sailors of the ship Olivebank, 
who refused duty beoanse they were not al- 
lowed a portion of money due on wages, 
were allowed to go, the punishment of one 
night in the cells being considered sufS- 
clent. 

The Court of Reviaion concluded its 
labors to-day. 

The topic of conversation in military 
oirclea is the coming amokor conoort. Tho 
programme ia an exceptionally good one, the 
chief feature being the tug-of-war between 
Company 5, Vancouver, and Company 4, 
Westminster. 

In an interview with Mr. Spicer, promi- 
nent in shingle oirclea, the Colonist cor- 
respondent waa informed that the shingle 
business is in much better condition than 
last year. There are no heavy stocks on 
hand in the province, the demand for 
shingles is improving, and there are iodioa- 
tlona that prioos wiiladvance. On the Sound 
atooks an also very light, butin theEast there 
are yet several heavy stooks of white cedar 
and pine shingles. The small " Jack-knife " 
mills still continue to worry the big ones ; 
they send out circulars, shaving prices to 
the lowest notch, and the consumers quoting 
these shaved prices to tho largo manufactur- 
ers, write " send us shinglca at those prloea 
or nono at all." It ia tho small conuorna 
that hold the whip hand in tho shingle 
bualnosa, as thoy do in the lumber buainesa 
to a less extent. 

Tho B. C. Cooperage Company have nob 
been very buay for months pnat, but they 
claim that the spring trade ia opening up 
nicely, and tho indioationB are that thoy 
will have all tho businoes thoy can attend to 
during tho coming aummor, Tho oompikny 
are now supplying Grma in tho Orient with 
tea chests, one Ihouaand going forward by 
the last boat. 

The C.P.R. cement works are running full 
time, manufacturing oemont for uso in build- 
ing culverts, etc, along tho lino, Tho man- 
ager, Mr. Warsup, who has had a lifo ox- 
perience in malting cement, tested an inch 
blook to ascertain tho power of rrsiatanco, 
the blook did not part until 500 pounds 
strain was put upon it ; tho same oomont 
when newly manufactured parted at '100 
pounds, 80 that it rapidly improves with 
age. Mr. Warsup says there is no finer 
olay In the world than is found in this prov- 
ince ; that in the vicinity of Victoria there 
is prime pottery olay, and even small quan- 
tities of ohina oia, while the brick clay is of 
the very finest quality. Piaster of paris, he 
said, oonld be mannfaotnred here at $1 a 
barrel— while $5 a barrel la now 
being paid for an imported article not 
u bit better than could be made here. 
Ho could 'guarantee good proiita from a 
cemont, plaster of paris and brick manufac- 
tory established in Victoria, where all tho 
matoriala are ao handy, with a capital of 
$50,000, provided suitable machinery neces- 
sary for the treatment of U. C. clay and 
limoatone were put in.

ITANAIMO. 

Nanaij[0, Maroh 19. — In the special as 
aizo to-day tho grand jury threw out the 
Veare elopement case. The case against 
Molnnes & Mclnnes, for compounding a qui 
tam action against J, P. Pianta, occupied 
all day. In the evening the jury retired 
At the end of one and one-half hours they 
reported six for and aix against, and were 
sent back by Justice Drake. There aeomed 
but little chance of an agreement. 

Ai.BEUNi, March 1.*!. — Mr. Andrew Ohl- 
son and Mr. R. M. Palmer, from tho Pro- 
vincial Board of Horticulture visited Al- 
berni this week and held • meeting in the 
Albemi hotel on Monday forenoon. Al 
though only short notice had been given of 
the meeting over twenty were present to 
hear what these genMemen had to say on 
fruit growing. Mr. H. GuiUod, J.A., was 
called to tho ohair. Mr. Ohlson spoke on 
fruit growing generally, urging strongly the 
necessity of under-draining the land as ho 
believed much of the non-success in frnit 
growing arose from the cold and web con 
dition of tho soil where the trees were 
planted. He also apoke on the neooaaity of 
seeing that good healthy trees were got to 
start with, aa much worthless rubbish was 
sold by itinerating tree podlurs. Prun- 
ing was next dealt with. Ho explained how 
young trees especially should bo treated, and 
after the meeting was over gave objeob les 
aons in pruning in some of tho oroharda near 
by, which waa much appreciated by thoao 
proaonb. Mr. Palmer, inapootor of fruit 
pests, confined himself to that topic princi- 
pally in bis addrosa, prefaoing with some 
remarks with regard to mistaken ideas pro- 
vailing as to the funotiona of tho Board of 
Hortioulture, and explaining that its main 
object was to help fruit growers to help 
themaelvea by educating them as to the 
various pesta that have to be combatted, 
and furnishing all the necesaary Information 
as to spraying, etc., etc. He described the 
various pesta toVhich fruit trees were sub- 
ject, and gave particulars of the washes 
recommended by the board and the time and 
mode of application. At the olose a hearty 
vote of thanks was tendered to tho gentle- 
men for their addresses. It was arranged 
by those present that another meeting 
should be held in about a fortnight, and all 
those interested in fruit onltnre invitjad, 
that the formation of a local association 
might be diecuseed, the benefit of such an 
association being strongly urged by Mr. 
Palmer. Several orchards wore afterwards 
visited, the delegates leaving the following 
morning. 

TBAIIi CBEEK. 

(From the Spokane Miner.) 

At the Josie a strike of two feet of rich 
ore Is reported. 

Sufficient work is being done on the St. 
Lawrence and Jaok of Spades to enable the 
owners to take ont orown granta. 

The Nickle Plate ia widening ont and 
yielding $70 to $120 ore, justifying its earned 
reputation as one of the best properties in 
camp. 

The road between Roaaland and Trail 
Landing is now very soft, and no ore is com- 
ing out from the War Eaglo or Lo Roi at 
present, bub mining and development aro 
going on as briekly as ovor, and the ore is 
being piled for ehlpmenb when the road 
opens. 

On the face of tho west drift at the War 
Eagle three parties uf drillers are at work, 
from which the widlh of the body of ore can 
be inferred. Tho new tunnel or tho 112 
foot level Is in 30 feet and follows the crop- 
ping of the lead. An ofier of $1,000,000 ia 
said to have recently been made for this 
mine and refused. 

At the O. K. quito a new development has 
taken place. About thirty feet from tho 
ond of the tunnel a big chamber has boon 
blown out, and haa yielded an immense 
block of free gold quartz. An uprise ia 
being driven in two feet of thia oro and tho 
mill ia running ooutinuously stamping out 
the gold, 

Dan Hughes of the O. K. mine has some 
rare specimens of gold ore. One lump ia 
estimated to oarry the precious raetal at the 
rato of $150,000 to the ton. Of course it ia 
not contended that these are samples of the 
lead, bub Mr, Hughes states that in the 
breast of the tunnel, in a steep hill, and 
145 feet below the surfaoe, they have 11 
inches to three feet of good milling ore, 
along the full length of tho tunnel. Tho 
owners have a fivo-stamp mill and every few 
weeks send down a brick to the Spokuno 
market, Mr. Hughes having brought on hia 
last trip ono that woighod J.'i.OOO. Minora 
regard tho 0. K. as one of the most promis- 
ing mines in tho Trail creek district, 

Tho concentrator of the Slocan milling 
company, locat'jd about one and one-half 
miles below Throe Forks, lias boon running 
for tho past throe woeka and now works 
like a oharm, except for tho aoaroity of 
water, a drawback which is being remedied. 
In the experimental run 500 tone of Alamo 
oro was run through, yielding 200 tons of 
concentrates, averaging IGO ounces of silver 
and 72 per cent, lead. In less than a year 
since the arrival of Captain N, W. Mooro, 
who ia at tho head of all tho 
Dulubh syndicates operating here, they 
have acquired title to ovor $500,- 
000 worth or mining property, consisting In 
part of the Ivanhoe and li)lgin, the Idaho 
mines of which 'George W. Hughes owns 
one-third, the Alamo and St, John, and last 
the Cumberland. Outside of this ia the 
magniSoont new concentrator of 100 tons 
daily capacity, which coat, for auperstrno- 
ture, machinery, etc., $.'i0,000.

NICARAGUA. MUST PAY UP. 

MAjfAGUA, Nicaragua, March 19 — The 
British govornment, through its minister 
hero, hao submitted an ultimatum to Nio. 
aragua. It demands a cash indemnity of 
£15,000 as smart money to pay for tho ex- 
pulsion of Mr. Hatch, BrltlBh conaular agent 
durlni; the troubles of kat year, and also 
for tho appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the damages anatained by the 
peroons and property of British subjects 
who were expelled from tho Motquilo reser- 
vation about the acime lime. By tho terms 
of tho ultimatum Great Britain is to name 
one of tho oommiBsionora and Nicaragua an- 
other, and this3 two are to choose a third, 
who shall not be a cili'z m of llio United 
States. It waa alao made known that a 
Britian wurahip ia now ou her way to Nio 
aragua to eoforca this demand, wliich must 
bo complied with within seven weeka from 
the 25th of Febrnary last, the date of the 
ultimatum. 

WAsiiiNcrroN, March 18. — It is impossi- 
ble to learn poaitively whether the state de- 
partment has been advised ofBoially of tho 
severe demands made upon Nicaragua by 
Groat Britain, but from the faot that Gen. 
Bitrrioa, who waa appointed by Nioamgua 
to endeavor to sottlo the difBculty, haa ro- 
cently paid several visits to the state depart- 
ment in company with Dr. Guzman, the re- 
sident Nicaragua minister, it is aaanmed 
that our government ia fully poated in re- 
gard to the matter. 

It cannot be denied that this new inci- 
dent, taken in connection with tho hostile 
attitude of Great Britain toward Venezuela, 
promises to lead to trouble of a charioter 
much more serious than the incident of the 
Allianoa. There are questions of indemnity 
ariainginYeneznela growing out of olaima 
preferred by other European nations. Many 
of the olaima grow out of tho failure of these 
republics to meet their obligations to foreign 
debtors under the stress of hard times and t^e 
ioQuence of the world-wide^ depression in 
trade. Aa the li^uropean governments ap- 
pear to be moving to colluot these individual 
debts on their own account it ia a question 
that the United States must spei^ily sottlo 
US to how far it ia prepared to permit thia 
proceoa to go on. Besides, there is a rather 
disagreeable refieotion upon American citi- 
zens in tho disputation that none such shall 
servo on the commission to adjudge tho 
damages. On tho whole, it ia probable that 
the President will interfere to secure at 
least an anjolioration of the terms of tbo 
ultimatum by an appeal to tho British gov- 
ernment, representing the great hardship 
that it would work to Nicaragua under her 
present depresaed condition to prefer a de- 
mand for so large an indemnity. 

Senor Romero, the Meiicin minister hero, 
has entered a formal denial of the accuracy 
of the published atatemonts that the im- 
pending war bet ween Mexico and Guatemala 
ia due to tho iofluence of a British syndicate 
which controls the Tehuantepec railway and 
which fears the competition of tho Guate- 
malan road. The mielster asserts that 
British holders of stock would have much 
mere to lose than to gain by a war whioh 
would tend to reduce the valne of their 
securities. •

the right oonrse with respoot to an import- 
ant meaaare, as they do of the deliveranoos 
•nd the KOlia of Conservative atateamen 
whan thay, in their opinion, are commenda- 
ble. Znataneea of the liberal way in which 
Englbh jonraallata treat opponents appear 
in the Weekly Times of March 1, in the ar. 
tloleoD Indian afT^irs, which deula with tho 
debate on the ootton duties. Commenting 
on the apeeoh made by Mr. Fowler the 
Times saya : 

Mr, Fowler has ronuerod no Inoonaidor- 
able aervica to the Kmpiro. His arguments 
may fail to aatiafy Bombay as they have 
failed to satisfy Manobester, but his 
apooch will produce the some deep oonvio- 
tion In India which it haa produced in Eng- 
land that the aim of the British Government 
haa been to Sad oab what ia fair aa between 
the two countries and to do it. He hai 
lifted the question above the clangour and 
the duat ol the political arena. He has also 
ahowD that when a British atatesman haa 
the courage to throw away the thoughta of 
self and on a great question to appeal to the 
sense of juatice of the nation, Parliament haa 
still the tn&nhood and the chivalry to under 
stand bia motives aright and to reply in un 
mistakable terms bo his appeal. He has at 
» oritioal momenb proved to India that a 
British ministry is willing to imperil its ex- 
iabence in order to faithfully diaohari;e ita 
trnab to her peoples, 

It will bs hard for many persons in this 
Dominion to realize thai) the writer of this 
passage la a atannoh Conservative, and that 
tho stateaman of whom he speaks in such 
euloglatio terms is a prominent member of 
the Liberal Government. It will bo noticed, 
too, that be commenda tho Government 
quite as warmly aa he does the Minister 
who, in hia opinion, haa done anoh aervico 
to the Empire, AH this is done, be it 
observed, in the leading Opposition news 
paper. 

On tho occasion of this debate on tho 
cotton duties the Uovernmont won a signal 
victory over the Opposition, yet in ita 
article on the debate the Times does not 
say one disparaging word of the Govern 
ment, or of those who spoke on the Govern 
inent side. On the contrary, the only 
alighting words that the article contained, 
if they can be said to bo slighting, wore 
directed against loading men of ita own 
party. It says : 

Wb rejoice that tho majority of ,'iOl 
against 109 was ao largo and doclsivo as to 
doprlvo tho diviaion of tho character of 
party vote. We rogrot that Mr. B^ilfour 
aulForing from indiapoaition which conlinoa 
him to bis room, but hia abscnco from tho 
debate was nob to bo regretted ; and if aome 
of his coUoaguea had alao boon compollod to 
absent thomaalvca it would have been an ad 
vantage to thorn and to thoir party. 

It is nob to be Euppoaod that tho Times 
did any injury to itself or to tho party whose 
moab inflaenbial ndvooate it is by noticing 
the apeeoh of an opponent In this magnani 
mona way and by admlnietering this gontlo 
rebuke bo miitakon and over-zealoua friends 
Tha fact that it gave ungrudging ond un- 
qualified praiao to tho Govornmont when in 
ita judgment bhey took the right courao on 
the cotitoa dntiea will give added weight to 
Its censure when ib finds lb necessary to con- 
demn the Govornmont'a meaauroa. Wo 
wonder if tho doy will over come when Cana- 
dian journala will have tho magnanimity to 
give an oppononb credit for tho good that ho 
does and the taleab he possoaaea. Ab preaonb 
a publio man maab >join the great majority 
before his opponeota can find it in their 
hear to to, admit bhab he possessed unoom - 
mdn iktiUlbjrABd tbabhe nsed Ib to benefit 
his oonnbry. 



ANOTHER WITNESS. 

XtiVdeprMalon of agrionltnre in free trade 
Great 'Btli»In ia perfeobly bewildering to 
those who are trying to peransds Canadian 
farmera to aooept free trade as ib is in Gog. 
land. Ab first they tried to deny that the 
deproaaion existed. Tho Toronto Globe was 
the first to reaort to thia dodge. Ib sue. 
ceeded only in expnaiog its ignorance or 
demonstrating its dishonesty. Now they 
all admit the depression, bub are straining 
thoir ingenuity to dnd other oauaes for it 
than free trade. Bub they are making a 
mesB of it. If free trade ia aa favorable to 
the farmer as they say it is, how could agrl- 
oultnre in Greab Britain possibly be depress- 
ed afbsr fifty years of the freest kind of free 
tradet The very faob that thore ia agricul- 
tural depreaaion thoro after having enjoyed 
the unspeakable advantagea of free trade 
for ao long a time,knock8 all thoir arguments 
and rose-colored prophesies in the head. 
Greab Bribain, aooording to them, in apite of 
every drawback onghb now bo be the farm- 
er's paradise. Bab ib is nob. It is, in fact, 
very far in the other and oppoaite 
direction. Thore is no use in denying it. 
The witneaaoa to prove that the liribish 
farmer, after fifty years of free trade, is in 
a bad way are too nnmerona and too reapecb- 
able to be gainsaid. Here ia one— a non- 
political witnoie — whose credibility la not 
to be for a momenb doubted. It ia Cham 
bera Journal — tho Marob number, page 86 
Thia ia what ia to be aoen on that page : — 

Tho deplorable oonjition in which agrl 
culture, tho gtoateat of our industries, ia 
placed, renders any euggeatlona for ita irn- 
provomonb interesting and uaefui. Such 
aug^eationa wore to bo found in tho dairy 
exhibition recently hold in the Agricul 
tnral hall, lalingtoa. But before we can 
fully apprcolato theae auggeationa, wo must 
know the oausoa of the present depreaaion in 
agrloultnro. The main catises are the low 
price of wheat and other cereals, due to the 
free importation of them; and the bad aaanOuB 
we have had during the last fifteeen years. 
Tho evidence taken before the two Royal 
C'ommiaalona appointed to nonsider the 
present depreaaion in agriculture haa die 
oloaeJ ttu alarmioe condition in thia great 
industry, amounting to a crisis. It ia enough 
when we say that the evidence has informed 
us that no ruinous have proprietors and /e»i 
ants felt their position that they have cousid 
ered their land in many parts of England 
not worth cullivatimj and have left ibderelioti 
as they were unable to pay the rates Md 
tithoa leviable on it. 

Here ia a dialnteroetod witness, an Intel 
ligenb witneaa, and a truthful witneaa, who 
declares that agrionltnre ia depreaied in 
Greab Britftin and who atbribntea the de> 
presilon bo free trade. Goald there be 
atronger teatlmony than this T 

THE WORLD'S GOLD YIELD. 

There are nob many who believe that 
more gold ia now produced ovory year than 
when gold mining was at its bosb in Call 
fomia and when the gold fielda of Anatralia 
ware most prodnotive. When the Califor- 
nia gold fever was at its height some timid 
people feared that gold was gebting too 
plentiful and thab the time was not far dis 
bant when that moat precious of metals 
would be as common and aa cheap aa silver. 
But aingular to say, although the world has 
been adding to its stores of gold ever since, 
and though ib is a metal tbab la baken greab 
care of and la Dob easily destroyed, ib ia 
to all appearance as scarce, if 
not scarcer, than ever. Thoro are 
economista who maintain thab the civil- 
ized world ia to-day suffering from a scar' 
city of gold — thab Ib is bhia acaroity and 
consequent appreciation of gold bhab Is the 
cause of the cheapness of oomBiodotles 
which so many deplore. Thia ia a difficult 
and a delicate subject, and it ia notour pur 
pouo to say another word about it. It used 
to be aeked by persona of a refleotive tnru 
of mind, " What beoomea of all the pins 7 " 
It may perhaps be a little more profibable to 
inquire what becomes of all tho gold, for it 
has for years been streaming into the 
world's strong boxes, yet the quantity bar 
not to all appearance increased. The 
proapect ia that the prodnotlon of gold 
will be kept up ab the present 
rate for many a long year to oome. The old 
gold fields are being worked with renewed 
energy and now ones are being diaoovered 
every year. 

Mr. Hamilton Smith, who seems t-o be a 
gold mining expert, in a report which he 
has recently drawn up altera oloae examina 
tion of the new African gold fielda, gives na 
thia information abont the world'a output of 
gold : 

In 1819 tho world'a product of gold waj 
about £6,000,000, which inoroaeod to somo 
thing over jCaO.OOO.OOO in 185,'S, owing to 
the diaoovery and working of tho rich 
placora of California and Auatralla ; from 
185.'! tho yield steadily declined until in 
ISSli ib had fallen to loaa than £20,000,000. 
Since 1887 tho yield has advanced by ioapa 
and bouuda, tho iucroaao being chiefly duo 
to tho now discoveriea in South Africa, until 
for 1894 tho product haa moab probably 
amounted to fully 8,(300,000 ounoea 
of fine gold, worth over £30,500,000, 
an outpuc certainly much greater 
than that for any previoua year in the his- 
tory of tho world. In 1853 it was evident 
that the groat yield from both California 
and Auatralla would bo abort-lived, whereas 
tho probabllitica now are that thia great 
product of £80,500,000 will be fully main- 
tained for quite a number of years to come ; 
and yet, in spite of thia faob and this be- 
lief, tho priooa of commodities generally in 
UBO, Buoh aa wheat, oobbon, wool, sugar, 
iron, copper, etc., are now lower bhan they 
have boon for bhe paab]hnndred years. It 
haa boon generally aooepbed bhab one of the 
principal causes of bhe rise in bhe price of 
standard articles from 1849 to 1860 was due 
to the influx of gold from California and 
Australia. Will the same rise in values 
measured by the ounce of gold take place in 
bhe coming five years ? Thia ia a quoation 
of vaat importance to all of ua, from tho 
riohoat oupltaliab to tho poorest laborer. 

When thoro waa ao much talk and auoh 
great oxoitomont about the yield of gold 
forty-two yoara ago, tho world'a annual out- 
put waa §150,000,000, Now, when thoro ia 
very little said about gold . diaooveriea and 
gold diggings, and even less exoitemonb, tho 
world'a yield of gold ia annually Sl72,600,- 
000, and we are informed that ib is likely to 
continue at this rate for a oonsiderable time 



longer. We are nob anrprised thab eaono> 
mists, and many who do nob deserve to be 
styled eoonomiats, are speculating as to the 
result of this steady and continuous increase 
of the world'a atora of gold. 

NE WFOUNDLAND. 

When Newfoundland waa prosperous ita 
inbabibanta would nob listen U> proposals for 
a union 'with ' the ' Dominion of Canada. 
Their dialike to confederation waa - unac* 
countably atrong and they appeared to re- 
gard Canadiana with the deepeab distrust. 
Newfoundland is now a greably sffliobed 
country. Tho prevailing hard times are 
not in that oolony a mero depression ; they 
have struck ib like a oyolone, spreading 
ruin and doaolatlon over ita whole extent. 
In their day of advoraity the Newfoundland 
politioiana are looking to Canada bo place 
their province in a better poiltlon politically 
and commercially. Is this sudden liking 
for Canada and this oonfidenco in Can- 
adians confined to the politioians, 
or have they spread to the masses! 
If the politioians, thinking thab Newfound- 
land's extremity is their opportunity, have 
resolved to take advantage of the preaent 
crisis to unite Newfoundland with the 
Dominion without the full and intelligent 
conaenb of the people, wo are very much 
afraid that ib will nob prove a valuable 
acqaialtion to Canada. It ia quite poasiblo 
that when good bimes come again tho New- 
foundlanders will thinic thab an unfair ad- 
vantage was taken of bbeir position. They 
may bocome diecontontod and turbulent and 
provo a thorn in tho Dominion's side. If, 
however, the agitation for confederation ia 
not confined to a fow politioians, if a major- 
ity of the people aro deairous to cast in 
their lot with Canada, Ganadlana alurald 
welcome them joyfully and deal with them 
generously. 

STILL ANOTHER. 

The Times on Monday aaid : " Between 

tho Rev. Mr. Saugatad and tho Colonist 
there lioa a falaohood, namely, that the 
Times miareproaented what bhe reverend 
gentleman said." Oor contemporary is 
wrong again, the falsehood " ii where ib 
waa invented, in the Xlmes office — there 
and nowhere else.

Connors et al. la supposed to 
liivo come here from San Franciaoo, and al- 
most hia first buaineaa boro was to nogotiato 
a loan of $10 at a local pawnahop, pledging 
a lady's valuable fur after vainly endeavor- 
ing to sell the garment in several of tho 
oaloons. During bis brief stay here he ivas 
aeon and reoognizad by the police, who had 
good reason to remember him. lie had a 
five year ond nine months' term recorded 
against him at Woatminator and in endeav- 
oring to eooapo from tho ponitontiary waa 
shot iu tho leg.

The olub re- 
gretNi ita error already, bab one day, when 
pedi.Bbodea' plao« In blie . iiistoty of the 
Brlblih empire ihall liave been fixed bf bis 
bIogr»plien» ti>er« will nM deeper abame' 
to the IVavellera, wiio refaaed to let him be 
one of them, lb is not too much to aay that 
bhia plain eon of the ahirea is wialding a 
greater influenoe than any other mnn of his 
nation toward the ehaping of ita dostinleB. 
Someone hiks eaid of him: "Ho has the 
face of a Gicaar, the ambition of a Loyola 
and the wealth of a Ciccsus." 

[Thai] is inadequate. Cecil Rhodes is a 
conqueror of a vaac wilderness, a leader of 
fiiec, ^■^^ Umitlesa inhisenorgioBandaapira- 
tiona. He has made all South Africa bis 
field of operations, and hia droam of empire, 
if lb Bhalf be realized, will make the moat 
aignlfioant chapter in the atory of the nine- 
taentb century. The oartooniata have t,aa 
their way with him, and have piot-jjed him 
M the *' Coloaana of Rhodes," and a dia- 
ttngniahed noveUat baa m«do a subtle de- 
' lineatlon of hli ohatMteit Anthony Hope'a 
"The God in the Car" is an unmia- 
takable pen piotnie of the unorownod ruler 
of South America — not a pretty picture, 
ib ia true, bub a atronf; one, and boldly 
drawn. 

Thla man'a riae to power and enormous 
wealth — for Cecil Rhodes ia reported to be 
worth a cool $80,000,000— seema like a ro- 
mance. It began when he went in 1869 
from a iibtle Kngileh midland- town to hia 
brother's farm in Natal. He was the fourth 
son of a poor vlcdir and was ao delicate a lad 
thab the village doctor thought his lunga 
could not long resist the dampneaa of Eog- 
land'a climate. First of all ho found the 
health he sought and Bprapg up to bo the 
gianfa he is. And so from the first Africa 
did well by by him— first health, soon 
wealth and then, moro slowly, but as surely, 
such power and auoh poBalbilities of domin- 
ion over men and broad lands aa have been 
given to but a few of the world's choacn 
onea. 

When the rush to the diamond country 
began, Herbert and Cecil Rhodca joined it, 
taking with them all the KafBra on their 
farm, and seourin); a mining claim for every 
one of them. Without making any re- 
markable strike, their venture was buocsss- 
fnl. Aa soon aa he could find time, Cecil 
Bhodea wont back to England and matricu- 
lated at Oriel College, Oxford ; but the 
climate abill proved dangeroua to bim and he 
tetnrne4 to Eimberley and bia diamond 
claims. There he gradually worked his way 
to moderate wealth, and aome fourteen 
yeara ago became- president of the Da Beers 
Company, which owned the moat profitable 
mine in South Africa. 

He did not atop at tbia. He aimed at 
controlling the entire ontpnb of the glitter- 
ing gems which rival oompaniea were then 
pouring into the market in reekleaa and 
ruinous competition. Ib took Mr. Rhodes 
nine years to accomplish his purpose and to 
organize ooe of the greatest of existing 
trnata. In 1888 hia company had awallowed 
all the othera and became the Do Beera Con- 
solidated Mines, with a capital of nearly 
$20,000,000 and a yearly production of dia- 
monds worth about $15,000,000— praotioally 
the world's entire supply. 

By tbia time Mr. Rhodes had gained 
wealth, vast wealth ; hub wealth waa not 
the aim of his life. "To him," one of bia 
biographers baa Bald, "money Is bub the 
means to an end. He would no more 
dream of hoardlog it for ItE own sake than a 
party leader would hoard the voIcob of hU 
followers." It waa before, this that he had 
■bretohed his hand covetously out over the 
map of Africa. Meanwhile he had made 
another flying viaib to England to talce hia 
degree at Oxiord, «nd had entered colonial 
politioa. 

He waa firat elected to the Cape House of 
Aaaembly in 1883, and aoon afterward be 
took office aa tireaanrer-general. General 
Ctorden, . who had . been aaaoolated with 
Bhodea in a miaaion to Baantoland, offered 
bo take him on his perilona mlsaion to Khar 
toum, but the Bu;;gostlon waa declined. 

Four yeara ago Rhodea baoame Prime 
'Miniater of the colony, and then all his 
wealth and loflaence were bent to the proae- 
oubion of his sohemoof territorial expansion. 
Subsequent events — the dickcringa wiih Per- 
tngal and Germany, tho acoupalion of the 
vast territories whence Solomon drew his 
" gold of Ophir," and most recently the war 
of conquest waged against the Matabelea — 
all these have been moves in Mr. Rhodes' 
game, in which bia instrument has been the 
Britiab South Africa Company, and hia goal 
— who shall aay ? 

There is a story — perhaps it belongs to 
the embroidery of history — of a dispute be- 
tween the lll fated " Chinoao " Gordon and 
Rhodea. In the course of it Gordon re- 
marked : 

" You are one of those men who never 
approve of anything you don't organize 
youraelf." 

Rhodes reflected for an instant. " I'm 
inclined to think you're right," he said 

Diamonds were not enough for the Coloa- 
auB of South Africa. For hia greater glory 
and to awell his bursting oofTers, the anoient 
Ophir of Solomon, the treasury of the Phce- 
nicians, bad to yield its yellow guerdon. 
Tho exploitation of the Wilwaters road had 
boon merely another incident in the oarcer 
of Cecil Rhodes. And bore comes a Call- 
fornlan connection. The magnate of Sonbh 
Africa looked aboat him for men to help In 
bne development of the minea in his princi- 
pality, and foil naturally upon the Call- 
forniana who were aearohing out the golden 
myeteriea of their own great state, and drew 
them to him. John Hays Hammond, the 
leader of Western mining exports, was 
called to the riarvico of the South African 
rulor, firob us u p.iJd servant and finally as a 
pormanont ally and coadjutor, for it was 
not long ago timb Mr, Hammond wrote to 
his California friends that ho could not 
say when ho would return to tho United 
States. 

(The atcp which advanced Rhodss tho 
greatest distance toward the oontrolllng of 
South Africa waa the granting of a royal 
charter to the British South Africa Com- 
pany. 

Before ho obtained this ohartor ho sent 
truated omisaarioa to King Lo licngula, who 
ruled not only over Matubololand bub aleo 
lorded It over Mashonaland. Ho secured 
from Lo Bongnia valuable mining conoea- 
eiona. He planned throe railroads that 
were to connect Cape Colony on tho south 
and tho Indian ocean on the oast with 
Maahonaland and two of thoae railroads are 
now building. Ho outlined k gigantic 
aobeme for tho formation of a company hav- 
ing for ita objeob the development of the 
,SeohnM»laDd proteotcrate and the countries

Thia aohemo Cecil Rhodes tarried into ef- 
fect. To do thiB he had to Beouro the ap- 
proval and lodoraement of Gngland'a grHat- 
eat men. It waa then that he presented to 
Mr. ParnoU's parliamentary fnnd the oum of 
£10,000, though his friends have always de- 
nied that he did thia to get the radioal anp- 
porb. Tho Imperial Brltiah South Africa 
Company was organized in 1889, w ith tho 
Daks of Ahercorn as prceidont, the Duke of 
Fife as vioopresident and CeoilJohn Rhodea 
tta managing direotcr. 

Under the auperviaion of Mr. Rhodea a 
police force waa organized, the company's 
working policy was outlined ond tho mem- 
orable march through Maahonaland began. 
The Union Jack waa planted at Fort Salis- 
bury, claims were laid out, and soon the 
Miiabona nativoa could hoar the puffing of 
ccginea and the noise of busy miners. 

Before he was thirty yeara old Mr. 
Rhodes bad been uUcted to the Capo Houiio 
of Aeaembly from Baroloy. Goooral Gor- 
don, who was on n speoiai misciou with 
him in Biautoland, asked him afterward to 
accompany him on hia mission to Khartoum 
aa hia private saoretary. Mr. Rhodes, how- 
ever, had juBt accepted the office of 
treasurer-general of the Cape and waa com- 
pelled ta ^oline General Gbrdoa'a oSep. 

There are those wbo aay that the Mata-- 
bele war waa simply the result of Lo Ben- 

fuia'a efforta to prevent the Colossus from' 
estrlding the narrow world into whloh he 
had oomo ai a maker of agreements and 
treaties, that the fab African King reaented 
an overstepping of contraob limite, and waa 
punished for his simplicity and temerity in 
the orthodox British fashion. But the story 
of that war remains to be written. 

Cecil Rhodes has nob yeb come to the 
realization of bis dream — the formation of 
the United States of South Africa. If that 
la on the cards then he will not be a plebei- 
an Engliahman risen to great wealth, to the 
presidency of a company rich in gold, dia- 
monda and Irmds, the agent of Windsor's 
widowed Queen for the{ government of a 
British oolony, but Cecil Rhodes, Prooldenb 
of the South African Republic, the ruler 
over one of the richest countries on the face 
of the earth, rich aa never Rothschild or 
Vanderbllb dreamed of being, powerful with 
the powers of a Cicaar, the founder, not the 
premier of a great and wealthy nation. 

One chapter of tho atory of Cecil Rhodes, 
and not the leaat in hnman interest, baa been 
hinted at. Anthony Hope'a " Juggernaut " 
novel touches lb more boldly than any news- 
paper or magazine writer has dared to do. 
He la Eh oonfirmed misogynleb, this antoorat 
of an empire. It la related that, aa soon aa 
one of his trusted agenta marries he la dia- 
oharged summarily. The Colossus mast 
have had a romanbe to-be bo ardent and con- 
sistent a hater of womankind. Ferhapa 
Anthony Hope meant "aoine 'one elaa when 
he wove in the atory of Willie Bnabbn, the 
lord of Omofaga, a fooliah woman'a love and 
then sent him baotc loveloaa to hia empire. 
Perhaps nob, . At any rate, there are many 
in England who believe that the hovel ia 
only an adaptation, and. thab Willie Ruaton 
is only Cecil Rhodea in a thin and flimsy 
disguise. 

Cecil Rhodes is jusb turned 42. In 
physique he la all that nature wiabes her 
favorltea to be; in education ha has more 
than most men. His bulk matohea bia stat- 
ure. His blue eyes are small but keen to a 
degree and widely set, as the eyes of a 
ruler of men should bo. His voice is full, 
resonant and magnetic, hub be is no orator. 
Always cool, ever calculating and self- 
poaseeted, he Ia the Ideal of a diotator; dar- 
ing, without scruples of oonsolenco, devoid 
of sentiment and, above all qualities, a 
keeper of his own counsel. 

A newspaper writer not long ago gave him 
tbissnrnmiogup : 

" Rhodes has the ambition of an Alex- 
ander, the diplomacy of a Mebternioh, the 
determination of a Orant, the luck of a 
Rosebery. Wtti hia anooeed t .TV 111 he fall ! 
Only time can anawer tiie^qaeation."

ing. Sorviceablo for school wear are the 
ohoviots, inixod twocds and sergos, while 
for moro drossy occasions there are tho 
orepons, chfillies and iudia silks. For 
school wear tho sailor drosB is much 
worn by girls. It is mado with fall 
skirt, generally plaited. The blouse is 
in every ro.spoct exactly like a boy's, but 
the vest piece has generally a band 
around tho nock, whioh makes it vastly 
more becoming. 

The simple dresses may be rendered 
quite smart by the addition of broad 
lace shoulder capes and satin ribbon. 
"When a tailor gown is i)roforrod for 
girls of 14 to IG, an appropriate pattern 
is what is known as an English jacket.

Cloaks for children under 12 aro 
either long onoufili to cover tho dross or 
very short in tho roofer stylo.

Great strides have boon made infancy 
work during tho last fow years. Crochet 
has boon revised, but in improved form. 
Molded oroobet has had an immense 
snooesa, whioh is 
well deserved, for 
tho work is easy, 
fascinating and 
highly satiafao- 
tory in ' effect 
Tho uses to 
wliioli it can bo 
put aro practical- 
ly endless. Some- 
times mats, val- 
ances, braclcets, 
borders, curtain 
ties and the like 
aro mado simply 
of tho molds cov- 
ered with stitch- 
es in oroohet and 
sewed together 
with tinsel, Vifhile 
sometimes tho 
shapes, variously 
o V o r d , are 
merely used as a 
trimming to ar- 
ticles mado of 
plush, volvotoen 
or felt. 

Reed and bead 
work is also pop- 
ular. This is an. 
imitation of the 
Japanrso rood 
curtains w i t h iianoinci w.\stk I'ArEit 
whioh wo aro all holder. 
now familiar. For blinds ..and similar 
uses a heading is made In maorame 
twino, and from this depend many long 
ends of tho sanio twino, on wliich tho 
roods and beads are threaded in various 
simple or elaborate designs. This also 
is easy work, but its after uses are some- 
wliat limited. 

But wo do not wish hero to merely 
euumorato tho diflorent kinds of work, 
but in addition to mention ouo of sev- 
eral fancy articles illustrated and de- 
scribed especially for Good Housekeep- 
ing. This article is donbly attractive 
because nsef nl. It is a waste paper hold- 
er, a hanging ono and mado on a now 
principle. The foundation is a square of 
stout card measuring about 18 inches, 
lined with sateen, covered with a bright 
oretonno'and joined into a ring. Fur- 
ther, a circle of tho same card, similar- 
ly lined and covered, is needed to servo 
as tho bottom of tho case and of equal 
diameter — that la, six Inohea. This cir- 
cle is to be joined into the cretonne ring 
with a tapo hingo about an inch long. 
On tho opposite sido to tho hingo is ono 
string of gay ribbon on tho bottom of 
the holder, and another, about half an 
inch above it, on the cylinder. These, 
when tied, keep the bottom and the con- 
tents in tho holder. When tuitied,'the 
waste paper falls out, and tho holder is 
emptied witliout being moved from its 
plaoo. A flno cord, of colors to accord 
with those of the crotonuo and sateen, 
is carried aronnd to oonoeal the seams, 
and a loop at the top serves aa a means 
of suspension. '

Evening gowns aro of every descrip- 
tion. Those may bo elaborate and ex- 
pensive, with very low out bodice and 
only an apology for sleeves, or simple 
and inexpensive, with neck and arms in 
part 'or wholly covered. Light silk 
and wool cropons are pretty for tho last 
named, but there is quite a fad now for 
satin gowns, which can be made effect- 
ive withonfc much trimming. 

For very young ladies translucent ma- 
terials :nado up over silk aro popular.

Tho bodice is cut to dis- 
play the neck, front and back, but tho 
shoulders are covered, and gauze sleeves 
of peculiar construction in part expose, 
in part conceal, tho arms. Sashes aro 
very popular, again, particularly when 
tliey are of the new chine ribbons. The 
inside raffle or bulayense has given 
place on many of the new evening gowns 
to a box plaiting of wide satin ribbon, 
which imparts additional stiffness to the 
bottom of tho skirt.

NotwlthBtandlng the different notioei of 
time and plaoe for the meeting an exoellent 
aadlenbe greeted ' the. members of the Board 
of Uortioaltnre at Ai;rioaltnral:haU, Gonrk' 
enay, on the evening of the 7th Maroh 
Mr. Ai Uraahaib wag elected ohairmanand 
Mr. J.^A. Halliday seorotary. 

Mr. IJ.rJK.^jc&nderaoD, atatiatlolan of the 
departmeni) of igrboltnre-and member at 
hrge of the aoolety,' first addreaied the 
meeting aa follows ; 

" Meetioga, anoh as this," he aald, " are 
bolog oallod by the Board with the objeot of 
imparting Information and inatrnotion by 
leobures, informal talks and papers, and 
when possible by praotioal illustration, on 
tho oulturo and oara of fruit trees and the 
ohookicg ot ail those oaueea virhioh lead to 
such great loss to the growora; of annwerlng 
all questions to the htan of their ability on all 
matcora apperbalnicg to hortioulbure, and 
of meeting the people and getting a more 
intimate acquaintauooship with :thom; and 
by oiplainlisg the objeots for whioh the board 
has been formed and tbo ends it has in view, 
it is hoped to win the oonfidenoo of tho pub 
lio and make It what Is the aspiration of 
every member of it, not only a moans of pro 
tooting tho growing fruit industry from tho 
invaBioQ uf lufuotiiob from abroad, but one 
to whioh our people mny always feel that 
they can appeal for advico und aaciatanco 
Vf hen they need ib ; and I trust that every 
ono of you will always avail youroolves of 
tho sorvioos whioh I take this opportunity 
of moab cordially offering. 

" WhilBD the board on ita part is anxious 
aud williog to do all in ita power to pro. 
mote your intoroeta in tho manner indi- 
cated, much lies with you In eeoondlng Its 
efforts, not tho leaao umongst which ia 
when meetings aro announced to show by 
your attendance that you appreciate the 
efforts made in your behalf, and are ready 
to avail yoursolvoa of them. I am led to 
mttke these remarks from tho fact that It is 
very often tho oaao when an invitation ia 
given to tho faiming population to meet for 
the diaouaaion of anbjoota of moat material 
intereab,. the attiendanoe ia ao amall that 
lb la most diahearteniag to the promotera. 
In tho matter alao of atatiatioal Informa' 
tion which ia for repbrta oa the atate of 
tho agrlouttural and hortioaltaral intereata 
of the country and on whioh to baao legla 
latlve meaaurea in the intereat of tho farmer 
or ranoher, I regret to aay a moat un- 
satisfactory atate of indifferenoo pro. 
vaib. This should not bo. Thoro is a 
well known saying that ' God helps thoeo 
who help themselves ' ; and I toll yon, 
gentlemen, that you oannot afford to 
indifferent. In thceo days the tilling of 
the soil and tho produotion of fruits 
and crops are every day getting to be 
conducted on moro soiontido principles, 
and thoao who neglect tho opportunitits 
of acquiring knowledge and inatruolion 
on matters of thia doaoriptlon are neglect- 
lag their most vital iotereats. The day 
has gone by when education was not con- 
sidered neoesiary for the farmer. Modern 
science proved by practical lessons, ehovra 
as that in order to bs a soccosaful tiller of 
the aoil one should be poseossed of know- 
ledge of the prinoiples of drainage, of fortil- 
izars, of the coostitnant parta of the aoil, of 
intelligent and rational ways of planting 
and oaro of crops and fruit trees, of a know- 
ledge of tho diseases and insect foes whioh 
assail hia efforts on every aide, and of those 
inaeota whioh are the friends of man and 
without whioh we shonld be ao overrun with 
noxious insecta that all our efforts would be 
rendered abortive. 

" There are here acme ooplea of the report 
of the department of agriculture, of the 
fralt grqwera aaeoolatlon.and of the aota, 
rnlea andVegnlatlona of the board of horti- 
culture, for thoae deairing copies. I may 
mention that aoose amendmehta to tho rules 
and regulutiona paaaed at a meeting of the 
board juab held' have not been published, 
but copies will be sent to you In a fow days. 
Among them ia one creating quarantine 
stations whore frnit and fruit treea entering 
the provinoB mnat be inapeoted before dla- 
tribntioD. One of these atations is Union 
and ono of our objects ia to aeonre the aor- 
vices of some competent person whoso duty 
it will be to sec that no infection reaches 
your orchards from the sources named. 

" I am pleased to bp once more in this 
beautiful diatriot of yours, a diatriot which 
I havo alwaya remembered with pleasure 
and one whioh in all my travola through tho 
province I have seen none to surpass ; and I 
trust ere long that all our hopes will be 
realized in seeing a railroad connecting ib 
with tho rest of the world, when I venture 
to predict Comoz will bo one of the leading 
distrlots of British Columbia. I thank yon, 
Mr. Ohairmanand gcntlomen, for your kind 
attention." 

Mr. Ohlson gavo on ciooUont addreso on 
the preparing of the land for fruit trees, 
pweliing very strongly on deep, thorongh 
draining. He explained tho manner 
of planting, trimming, grafting and 
oara of trees. Ho stated that the 
difforecoo in temperature of drained and un- 
drained land was 40 degrees, 12 inches bo- 
\Orf tho surface in June, and ahowtd many 
common errors in planting treea. Ma.ny 
quoBtlons wore naked and aoawared moat 
aatisfaotorily. In every way hii addruaa 
was most inatructive, and muoh good muat 
result from it, 

Mr. Palmor dealt with fruit tree pcata, 
and how to destroy them. He urged spray- 
ing and gave the nooetsary mixtures for that 
purpose, What he had seen cf Comox 
loci him to think that fungi wor« doing moro 
h^rm here than iraoota. He advised co- 
operation in obtalrlog better epraying 
pumpi, giwo much good advloe about the 
farmers uniting us to the linea of fruit thoy 
would cultivate, in marketing and obtaining 
better results, otg.

—he thought ir«nld not' prove so abtrao- 
tiva to t|$'* electors aa the opposition 
would like, la evidence of the deollne of 
buaineaa during the Uab Liberal adminlatra- 
tioD, he read the sorry odmisaiona made by 
Sir Richard Cartwrlghb in 1878, in hia last 
budget spoeoh. (Hear, hear. ) The country 
was under a revenue tariff at that time, but 
tho taxes were just as muoh thon aa to-day. 
They taxed augar In tboae days, and tea, 
which every houeehold uaea and which la 
admitted free by the government of to-day. 
(Applnuao ) Sir Richard Cartwri[?hb admit- 
ted that il ho could got reciprocity with 
tho Statoa ho would dlEoriminate against 
Groat Britain to do it — that ho was quite 
prepared to tax tho goods cf every country 
in tho world except the United Statoa. Such 
a proposition ho (Col, Prior) oonaidored to 
bo noth'ng elee than an outrage. 
(Applause ) Ho pointed out tho effects 
which would follow freo trade, when the 
products of tho paupor labor of other parts 
of tho world would be poured in upon ua 
Mr. Laurior aoya thla would Ije a cheap 
country to live iu ; bub in company with 
this condition the people would fool very 
cheap indeed in living in it. (Laughter and 
applause.) He believed in nothing of that 
sort, for ho wanted to protect tho indua- 
tries of Canada for tho benefit of the people 
trying to make their living in this country. 
(Applaueo.) While the oppoaition seek to 
ores te the impreaaiontbatevery thing brought 
Into the country now pays a customs tax, 
the face la that about 40 per cent, of the 
imports come in free, so many staple arti- 
olos being on the free list. Under British 
free trade In England to-day, an English 
man ia taxed $9 60 pec bead, whtk the 
averago tax paid in Canada is $5 a head 
Ho quoted Lord Salisbury's declaration that 
in opening her markets to tlie world Great 
Britain has Btrlpped herself of the only In- 
dacement which she oould but for that fact 
offer to other countries for favors in their 
markets. (Applause.) He heard it stated 
that some people say they will vote for the 
oppoaitioD simply for the sake of change, 
bub he thought that a man who would sacri- 
fice hia political principles with no other 
object than to make a change of the oireot of 
which he had no idja, would act very fool- 
ishly Indeed. (Hear hear.) While Mr. 
Lanrier is a fine theorist, he la not a praoti- 
cal man; but another man who used to be 
at the head of the Liberal party Is Edward 
Blake, a man with a " great head " (langh- 
tei) who before leaving the party declared 
in his Malvern speech that the needa of tho 
revenue ean only be mob by a duty on tho 
g loda which we can ouraelvea produce, and 
that free trade is In Canada oateide the 
domain of practical politics, (Applauae, ) 
(The oppoaition — uob the LIberala, for they 
do not call themselvos by that name now — 
are fond of shouting "boodle" and "cor- 
raptlon," and they shout to such 
an extent about their honesty and 
their virtaea that they excite the suBpiclon 
of really honest men (bear, hear), who If 
they J°°'' '"'<^ tlwse opposition 

folk in qQ<^^f company, Mr. Iianrier's great 
ally in Quebec lyss Honore Mercier, and the 
faet that he is dead Is no reason why the 
nifeSolL"."' b'' a«'oo'''t«» should ba forgot- 
b'jn. Another of mr. Lkii:!"'; f.'?'"»d« '» 
Mr. Israel Tatte, the hero of the Biy dee 
Ohaleura aoandal. who Is now a very zealous 
supporter of the " Liberal " party of purity. 
Mr. Preston, the agent of the Liberal party 
in Ontario, etatcs againab Mr. Janea, who 
oppoaed Sir Richard Cartwright for tho 
oppoaitioD nomination in South Ox- 
ford, that ' that gentleman said ho 
bad no money for party purposes thia year 
(laughter), bnt yet the oppoBltlon would 
give the Impression that the fands for party 
purposes ace all on the Conservative side. 
He wished to repeat that we must have pro- 
tection for British Columbia as for the rest 
of the Dominion, and there is at present a 
well deviaed eohome on foot for the esbab- 
liahmonb of iron works hero, which project, 
if freo trailo wore introduced, would bo 
anuffdd out immediately. He wished pro- 
tection for labor, too, and so long the 
United States will not lot Cinad;4n oitiions 
find employment aoroB^ the border, 
bbe govornmonb of t|;,e Dominion should 
pass a airoilar pTohibitioa against 
allowing Am'jrIoaDli to como over here and 
take the work away from our citizens. 
(Great applauae. ) He read from & speech 
of Sir Richard Cartwrighb — "Blue Ruin" 
Dick — last session against railroad grants in 
Hritiah Columbia as a sample oi the liber- 
ality of the treatment this province might 
cxpcobfrom the Liberal party if they did 
by any miaohanoe take offioe. Yet Mr. 
Lanrier came out here and said that If he 
got into power this province would get 
more than it does now I (Laughter and ap- 
plauae.) He promised to take the oppor 
tunitlt^B which would be afforded by publlo 
meetlnga to enter more fully upon the 
political questions, and in conoluaioa aaid 
that if elected he would endeavor to do 
hia duty tcarleasly and faithfully, nob only 
to Victoria but to tho whole Dominion of 
Canada, (Great av)plauao ) 

Mr, Thoraaa E^rlo, M P., thanked the 
convention for tho great demonstration of 
applause which greeted him as ho came for- 
ward to speak, and ho proceeded briefly to 
point out tho advantagea of tho national 
policy in securing a market for tho produce 
of our furmera and in providing work for 
labor of all deacrlptioDfl. Ho felt thoroughly 
oonvincod that tho Conaervativea have done 
more during thoir term of office than any 
Liberal govornmonb such aa prooedod them 
would have done. Ho romembored how 
conatantly every onterprlso great and small 
Incurred the hostility of the Liberal party 
when in offioe, and the Bame has been 
tho oae'o over alcoe, doapite which 
tho oppoaition leader has made tho 
most liberal promises lately in every 
part of the country. (Hear, hear.) 
That leader has not given his policy, how 
ever, otherwise than by hia deolaration that 
he will sweep away every vestige of protoo- 
tion. Ihe.Conservative policy is not only 
protective but national— a tariff to be adjust- 
ed from time to time as .the interests of the 
country may rtqnire. lit the past few years 
a great amount of the duties have been taken 
off through revision of the tariff, the taxes 
of the consuming publlo being 
thereby materially reduced. (The 
policy of the opposition has been 
pronouDood upon adversely at many general 
elections In sDOoesslon (bear, hear) and ho 
had no doubt that tho verdict would be tho 
same a few months hence, Tho trado policy 
of tho party now in power has novor boon 
departed from einoo 1878, and ho foib sure 
thab tho majority of the people of this pro- 
vince ate in favor of it, and of giving to the 
present government the same support , that 



the CoDservatives have received in year's 
paab. In bhe matter of polioy Mr. Laurior'e 
party present a groat contrast coming for 
ward oD each new occasion with i 
different cry, so thab one never knows 
what to expeot. (Laughter.). He Instanced 
the developmenb which has arison out of tho 
national policy of progress, dwelling particu 
larly upon the railwoy and stoamship con 
□ ootiona which have made Canada part oi 
tho world's highway, and which would have 
been IinpoBsible excepb under tho national 
policy. When ho addreased a mixed audi- 
ence, of men of both partiea, he would go 
into figures to prove tho arguments ho had 
used, and he would now conclude by thank 
ing the convention for honoring him aa 
they had with their nnanimoua nomination. 
(Applauae ) 

Mr. A. E. McPhillips being vooiferoualy 
called for came forward amidab applause 
and made an eloquent addreaa, oontraating 
tho oophiatry of Mr. Lanrier with tho prac- 
tical arguments and efforts of the govern 
menb, and showing the folly of supposing 
that the plan of free trade whioh England 
has adopted can be applied satisiactorily 
here under olroumatancea ao vaatly different. 
This diaeronce, he pointed out, has im- 
preaaod Itaelf upon Mr. Laurier aa shown 
by hia own words at various bimoa, yeb ho 
paesea lb over in using British free trade aa 
a baib to catch the votes to place him in 
power. lb was this Mr. Laurier who In hia 
Aurora Bpeech in ISTi eaid he would not 
build tho Canadian Pacific railway, and if 
Britljli Columbia wiahed to seoedo in oonae- 
quence aho might. (Hear, hear. ) Yeb now he 
eoeka support from this provinoo, developed 
to its present extent in aplto of him. Mr. 
Blake, another Liberal leader, was elmilarly 
indifferent to British Columbia's interests. 
Sir Richard Cartwright when in offioe told 
tho farmers to "eat less and work more" 
(laughter and applause) when they sent a 
deputation to aalc relief from him. The 
Liberal policy hua been truly one of opposi 
tion — opposition to railways, opposition to 
canala, to everything needed for the do 
velment of the Dominion. (Hear hear, ) He 
paid a tribute to the present Liberal-Con* 
aervative leader — an old tried, lieutenant of 
Sir John Macdonald — who he felt euro will 
govern the country according to the cocati 
tutlon, giving every man his rights, A 
great enterpriea which the govern- 
menb has of late ao assisted that 
It will be completed In throe yoara, 
le the railway from Winnipeg to Hud- 
son's Ray, (applause), a matter of great im- 
portance in conneotion with the develop- 
menb of the country through whioh our own 
railway, the British Paoifio, is to run. 
(Great applause,) 

Mr. E. Crow Baker rose in reaponse to a 
general call of " Chairman," and expreeaed 
his sense of the honor conferred upon him 
by being allowed to prealdeover a githorirg 
such as this, and lie complimented the audi- 
ence upon the fact that his ofEoo had been 
such an eaay one. 

Three cheers were then given for the 
Queen and the candidates, and the conven- 
tion adjourned. ■ ' ' '■
